The  Mexicans,  however,  at  once 
refused  to  cede  New  Mexico,  the  Spanish  population 
of  which  had  shown  the  greatest  aversion  to 
American  rule,  the  greatest  resistance  to  their 
arms.  The  Mexicans  declared  they  would  not 
give  up  such  a  province  to  slavery  and  the  United 
States.  To  this  they  were  the  more  spirited,  from 
their  sentiments  being  echoed  by  all  the  people  of 
the  Northern  States  of  the  Union,  who  are  at  this 
moment  as  much  alarmed  at  the  annexation  of  New 
Mexico,  as  they  were  a  year  or  two  ago  at  the 
annexation  of  Texas.  There  seems  indeed  uo 
end  to  the  prospect  of  Southern  and  Slave  States, 
and  to  the  utter  destruction  of  all  balance  between 
Northern  and  Southern  influences.  Mr  Trist  more¬ 
over  offered  a  high  price  for  the  Californias ;  but  the 
Mexicans  refused  to  cede  more  of  these  than  the  ter¬ 
ritory  and  bay  of  San  Francisco,  which  by  the  course 
of  its  river  is  naturally  connected  with  the  Oregon, 
and  forms  indeed  its  obvious  seaport.  So  small  a 
concession  did  not  satisfy  Mr  Trist.  And  yet  in  so 
critical  a  position  was  the  American  army,  that  the 
envoy  asked  for  a  truce  of  forty-eight  days  to  allow 
of  his  referring  to  his  Government  touching  the 
possibility  of  its  desisting  from  its  claims  over  the 
disputed  territory  between  the  Bravo  and  the 
Nueces. 

Great  Britain  has  wisely  abstained  from  inter¬ 
ference  as  arbitrator,  which  indeed  was  impos¬ 
sible.  It  is  evident,  that  the  best  chance  which 
the  Mexicans  have  of  obtaining  favourable  terms, 
consists  in  the  support  which  their  offers  will 
obtain  from  the  Anti-slavery  party  in  the  United 
States.  But  in  order  to  this  party  preserving  its 
influence,  it  is  necessary  that  the  President  should 
be  unable  to  appeal  to  any  excitable  feeling.  If  the 
English  were  supposed  to  under-work  the  Mexi¬ 
cans,  this  would  call  up  the  spirit  of  even  the 
Yankees  against  them.  Or  if  the  Mexicans  should 
inflict  any  signal  defeat  or  disgrace  on  the  American 
arms,  then  too  President  Polk  might  appeal  to 
popular  feeling  to  support  him  in  outrageous  war. 
Bating  these  causes  of  excitement,  the  Americans 
will  probably  weary  of  expenditure,  and  turn  from 
the  prospect  of  an  interminable,  and,  should  re¬ 
sistance  turn  to  guerillas,  an  inglorious  war.  In 
that  case  Mexico  may  have,  if  not  her  own,  at  least 
a  fair  frontier  and  reasonable  conditions.

payment  of  rates — whether  farmers  who  refused  last 
to  cultivate  their  land,  unmindful  of  the  will  of  their  Creator 
I  that  hy  tho  sweat  of  his  brow  man  shall  live,  while  others 
ndw,  although  well  able  to  afford  it,  absofuiely  refuse  to  girt 
employment  to  a  sine/le  man,  and  tr ho  after  harvest  time  have 
turned  away  their  servants — whether  people  not  really  in 
distress,  who  promote  tumultous  assenwlages,  in  tlte  vain 
hope  of  intimidating  the  (fovemment  to  resume  the  public 
works,  which  led  to  so  much  demoral ieation — /  will  ask  whe- 
Uur  such  men,  who  will  mate  neither  sacrifice  nor  exertion 
themselves,  are  in  a  condition  to  insist  that  duties,  which  the 
precepts  of  religion  and  the  int  rests  of  sneiety  impose  upon 
them,  should  he  performed  htf  others^  or  rather  that  the  means 
fur  this  should  be  exacted  by  the  (iovoniinent  from  classes 
all  Btnicglinc  with  difficulties,  and  at  a  moment  when  in 
Knglandtraile  and  credit  are  disastrously  low,  with  the  im¬ 
mediate  prospect  of  hundreds  of  thousands  beinj;  thrown  out 
of  employment,  and  being  os  destitute  of  the  means  of 
existence  as  the  poorest  ueasant  in  Ireland? 

I  am  sure  your  Loruships  will  agree  with  me,  that  the 
full  amount  of  exertion  which  du*y  prescribes  has  not  yet 
been  made  here ;  and  that  without  it,  in  justice  to  others,  no 
general  claim  for  assistunco  can  bo  established. " 


THE  CAPTURE  AND  RE-CAPTURE  OF 
MEXICO. 

The  last  account  from  Mexico,  certainly  not  an 
official  one,  hut  creditable  enough  to  alarm  even 
the  most  sanguine  of  the  democratic  party  in 
.\merica,  represent  General  Scott,  after  having 
fought  his  way  from  the  coast  to  the  vicinity  of 
the  capital,  and  from  that  capital  through  forts 
and  entrenchments  into  the  city  itself,  and  through 
its  streets  and  barricades  to  the  possession  of  its 
citadel  and  public  square,  to  have  been  driven  hack 
out  of  the  city  by  an  uprising  of  the  mob.  This  is 
not  an  unusual  fate  of  generals,  who  triumph  over 
regular  forces  and  scientific  military  resistance,  but 
are  worsted  by  a  multitude  of  raggamuffins,  armed 
with  paving-stones  and  popular  fury.  This  was 
nearly  the  fate  of  the  French  at  Naples  and 
Madrid.  The  leperos  of  Mexico  have  been  com¬ 
pared  to  the  lazzaroni  of  Naples,  the  laziness  of  the 
Neapolitan  being  in  them  thickened  with  Indian 
listlessness.  The  plunder  of  the  Cathedral  and  the 
profanation  of  its  walls  are  said  to  have  roused  the 
leperos,  who  achieved  what  Santa  Anna  failed  in, 
viz.  drove  the  Americans  out  of  the  city. 

It  is  needless  to  remark,  that  such  successful  re¬ 
sistance  would  prove  the  signal  fur  the  Mexican 
population,  hitherto  wavering  and  timid,  to  rise  and 


way  along  the  banks  of  rivers,  so  the  morbid  sympathy 
may  be  traced  through  Courts  of  Justice.  Jurors 
are  attacked  with  it,  and  reporters  seldom  escape, 
and  generally  communicate  the  disease.  The  pre¬ 
disposing  causes  are  several, — bad  nourishment  of 
the  mind  in  romance  reading,  and  the  conceit  of  re¬ 
modelling  society  upon  principles  of  super-refined 
humanity,  being  the  most  common.  The  disease  is 
at  this  moment  more  prevalent  in  England  than  in 
any  other  country,  but  it  is  most  intense  in  par¬ 
ticular  instances,  though  less  frequent,  in  France. 
In  England  a  juror  aftected  with  the  pestilence 
will  reduce  murder  to  manslaughter,  or  man¬ 
slaughter  to  a  common  assault ;  but  in  France  they 
will  discover  extenuating  circumstances  in  the  most 
fiendish  malignity  ;  and  they  will  acquit  an  assassin 
altogether,  provided  only  he  performs  a  romantic 
drama  for  their  entertainment,  gets  up  a  countenance 
of  pensive  interest,  and  pours  forth  tears,  and  rant, 
and  apo8trophises,and  enacts  the  sublime  of  woe.  What 
is  tried  by  the  Court  is  not  the  criminal  act  alleged, 
but  the  comportment  of  the  actor  ;  and  if  he  acquit 
himself  well  of  his  part,  he  is  acquitted  of  his 
crime  by  the  Jury.  A  fine  example  in  point 
is  copied  by  the  Times  from  the  Constitutionnelj 
under  the  head  of  “  Law  Reporting  in  France,”  and 
it  presents  an  instance  both  of  the  disease  on  which 
we  have  observed,  and  the  mode  of  communicating

apparently  of  the  priesthood,  w 
the  country  holds  lieu  of  all  other  links  and  in¬ 
stitutions  and  Government.  That  this  feeling  and 
resolve  is  general,  and  not  to  be  duped  or  trifled 
with,  is  pretty  evident  from  the  conduct  of  Santa 
Anna,  who  no  doubt  returned  to  Mexico  with  the 
idea  of  concluding  an  agreement  with  the  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  was  allowed  by  them  to  pass  their  blockade 
on  this  very  understanding.  But  Santa  Anna,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  his  armv,  and  watched  by  the  Deputies 
of  Conirress.  could  do  nothing  else  than  fight  man- 


of  Congress,  could  do  nothing  else  than  fight 
fully,  aud  consent  merely  to  such  conditions  of 
peace  as  Mr  Trist  could  not  listen  to. 

This  envoy  demanded  no  less  than  to  cut  ten 
degrees  off  of  the  northern  extremity  of  Mexico, 
which,  with  the  seven  degrees  of  the  Oregon  j 
wrest^  from  England,  forms  a  very  pretty  empire,  | 
thus  making  indeed  a  second  United  States  on  the 
Pacific.  The  peninsula  of  California  was  of  course  [ 
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to  the  chef  oeuvres  of  Boule.  The  court  was  filled  by  a 
ilumeroas  auditory,  the  ladies  being  greatly  in  the  majority. 
Daring  the  trial,  an  English  family,  consisting  of  eight  young 
girls  and  four  yonng  gentlemen,  to  Say  nothing  of  the  authors 
of  this  fiourishing  line,  were  seen  entering  the  hall.  These 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  to  find  room,  dispersed  throughout  the 
coart,  and  appeared  to  follow  the  *  phases’  of  this  judicial 
drama  with  the  most  lively  interest.'  A  lengthy  report  of 
the  trial  is  appended,  whence  it  appears  that  Wassmus  shot 
his  brother*in>law  with  a  pistol,  in  consequence  of  some  mis¬ 
understanding  respecting  an  anonymous  letter  which  his 
victim  had  imputed  to  him.  Wassmus  did  not  deny  the 
drime,  but  pleaded  the  absence  of  premeditation,  although  it 
was  proved  that  he  had,  under  circumstances  strongly  sugges¬ 
tive  of  £  malice  propense,'  arranged  his  murderous  apparatus 
some  hours  previously,  and  proceeded  to  the  residence  of  his 
victim  for  the  purpose  of  *  asking  an  explanation,’  pistol  in 
hand  1  The  object  of  his  vengeance  upon  being  called  upon 
to  retract  his  accusation  and  implore  pardon,  requested  further 
explanation.  *No!’  sternly  replied  Wassmus,  who  imme¬ 
diately  fired  with  fatal  effect.  The  murderer  was  apprehended 
on  the  spot,  and  at  once  admitted  the  fact.  Dunng  the  trial 
Wassmus  frequently  addressed  the  Court,  and  his  convulsive 
sobs,  supported  by  a  c<mious  effusion  of  tears,  produced  a 

Srofouiid  'sensation.’  He  became  gradually  the  pet,  the 
aiding  of  the  whole  assembly.  His  defence  rather  rested 
upon  the  theory  of  the  '  fatalist’  school  of  philosophy.  After 
describing  the  aggravated  insults  of  his  brother-in-law  (the 
victim)  the  prisoner  exclaimed  ^sobbing),  then  took  my 
pistol ;  it  is  said  that  I  cocked  it — cocked  it !  Oh  God,  I 
was  a  prey  to  all  sorts  of  hullucinations  !  I  beheld  nought 
except  fire  and  flames  around  me.  I  cried  out,  *  Beg  pardon 
on  your  knees,’  and  lo  the  pistol  went  off  !  (Sensation.)  Ah, 
1  would  have  given  the  world  not  to  have  taken  that 
weapon.  Heaven  is  my  witness  that  I  did  not  wish  to  kill 
him  !  Yes,  I  ask  pardon  of  my  God;  but  it  was  fatality- 
irresistible  fatality — which  guided  and  impelled  me.  I 
descended  the  staircase — I  reached  the  court — there  I  wished 
to  dash  my  bead  against  the  wall,  and  then  1  was  arrested. 
Ah  (groaning),  since  I  am  not  dead  I  am  the  most  unfor¬ 
tunate  of  men  !’  Not  quite  so  ba<i,  however.  The  sympathy 
with  this  luckless  and  deeply  injured  assassin  was  universal. 
The  very  witness  that  appeared  to  plead  the  cause  of  the 
orphan  child  of  the  murdereil  man  had  not  power  to  testify 
against  him.  Wassmus  blubbered  afresh,  the  ladies  sighed 
and  sobbed,  the  President  summed  up  the  procis  verinil,  and 
the  jury  retired  to  deliberate.  At  the  expiration  of  half  an 
hour  they  returned,  and  handed  in  a  verdict  of  '  Acquittal' 
on  all  counts  of  the  indictment.  This  announcement  was 
hailed  with  a  general  murmur  of  approWtion.  The  prisoner, 
when  be  heard  the  verdict,  first  raised  his  eyes  to  heaven, 
and  then  directed  them  smilingly  towards  his  father  and 
friends,  who  were  dissolved  in  tears  of  ecstacy.  Wassmus 
however,  on  the  demand  of  the  counsel  for  the  prosecution, 
was  sentenced  to  pay  for  the  support  of  the  child  of  his  vic¬ 
tim  an  annual  pension  of  300f.’^ 

Sometimes  the  disease  takes  another  turn,  and 
instead  of  feeding  on  dramatic  effects,  fastens  on 
some  peculiar  feature  of  atrocity,  and  converts  the 
very  cause  of  crime  into  palliation.  Thus,  a  few 
4ays  ago,  a  woman  who  had  fired  a  whole  village  to 
wreak  her  vengeance  on  a  neighbour,  had  the  benefit 
<of  a  verdict  of  extenuating  circumstances,  the  ex¬ 
tenuating  circumstance  having  been  the  malignity 
which  was  the  motive  of  the  crime. 

We  must  not  congratulate  ourselves  that  the 
disease  of  sympathies  is  worse  when  it  occurs 
amongst  our  neighbours  than  ourselves.  At  present 
we  have  more  of  it  with  less  intensity  ;  but  with  in¬ 
dulgence  the  intensity  will  increase,  and  a  well- 
acted  scene  will  expiate  an  assassination.  The  great 
aource  of  the  moral  mischief  is  the  same  as  that  of 
other  epidemics — unwholesome  diet,  cesspools,  and 
laystalls,  the  only  difference  is  that  the  rubbish 
an  the  mental  malady  is  literary.  We  want  a  Sana¬ 
tory  Commission  to  explore  the  foul  reading  to  which 
we  ewe  so  much  disease.  A  love  of  mischief,  of 
cruelty,  is  springing  up,  characterised  by  sheer  wan¬ 
tonness.  It  was  but  a  few  months  ago  that  a  youth 
shot  dead  the  first  person  that  happened  to  jostle 
him  in  the  street,  after  having  threatened  a  woman 
with  the  same  fate.  He  was,  of  course,  acquitted 
even  of  the  manslaughter,  it  having  been  stated  in 
his  defence  that  he  was  inordinately  fond  of  playing 
with  fire-arms,  whence  it  was  to  be  understood  that 
it  was  not  from  any  malice  but  in  the  way  of  sport, 
or  for  the  philosophical  pleasure  of  witnessing  the 
•  connexion  netween  cause  and  effect  that  he  killed 
^his  man.  Another  lately  did  his  best  to  poison  his 
neighbours,  and  varied  the  entertainment  with  a  solo 
on  the  pistol  addressed  to  a  young  lady.  And  while 
uve  write  we  see  that  a  gentleman  has  been  committed 
to  take  his  trial  for  having  deliberately  placed  some 
rtones  on  a  railway  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  the 
first  train  that  might  come  up  oft’  the  railway.  No 
doubt  this  was  another  exercise  of  the  pleasure  of 
witnessing  the  connexion  of  cause  and  effect.  The 
man  could  have  had  no  malice  against  the  passen¬ 
gers,  the  unoffending  men,  women,  and  children  inj 
the  train,  but,  perhaps,  he  wanted  an  excitement,  a  | 
stimulating  scene  like  a  pagein  Lloyd’s  publications. 
And  what  are  Lloyd’s  publications,  our  readers  will 
ask  ?  A  contemporary,  the  Daily  Netot,  gives  this 
account  of  them  : 

'•Tliis  publisher  issues,  we  believe,  more  than  a  doxen 
serials  weekly — at  a  uniform  rate  of  one  penny  each.  Of  all 
these,  enormous  numbers  are  sold,  ’1  he  greater  portion  of 
them  consists  of  tales  and  romances — all  turning  upon  scenes 
of  robbery  and  seduction,  both  of  which  are  delincateil  with 
an  infinite  amount  of  particular  details  of  an  exciting  and 
most  unhealthy  nature.  The  robber  or  the  nirate  is  always 
made  a  hero — daring,  impassioned,  with  resolute  will,  loose 
character,  cruel,  and  yel  chivalric  after  a  rude  fashion.  | 
These  aro  the  elements  of  an  idol  in  this  school  of  romance. 
The  betrayed  and  culpable  heroine  is  a  martyr,  the  disgusting 
anatomy  of  whose  mind  is  often  attempted  to  be  given,  and 
in  whose  history  anff  adventures  the  sympathies  of  the 
untutored,  and  especially  f^emale,  reader  are  feverishly 
engrossed.  All  the  incidents  of  the  story  are  in  keeping 
with  the  characters  of  the  chief  personages.  A  saccossion 


of  sickly  but  exciting  scenes  is  kept  up — theft,  seduction, 
violence,  adultery,  and  murder,  stalk  through  their  pages  as 
if  they  were  the  most  common-place  and  agreeable  things  in 
the  world.  Contact  with  such  a  literature  is  inevitable 
corruption.  Nothing  can  prevent  it.  The  readers  of  such 
works  are  of  the  lowest  order  of  intellect  and  education  ;  the 
more  perilous  it  therefore  becomes  to  them.  Wo  hare  good 
reason,  too,  for  believing  that  those  reaiiers  are,  for  the 
greater  part,  /ma/es— country  girls  who  are  in  service,  and 
children  whom  the  excitement,  suffering,  and  evil  example 
of  crowded  and  busy  towns  have  rendered  prematurely 
conscious  of  the  awakening  instincts  of  Mromannood.  Such 
minds  require  the  nicest  care  and  the  soberest  intellectual 
aliment  to  preserve  theni  in  a  healthy  moral  condition ; 
instead  of  wmich,  often  simply  from  want  of  counsel  and 
direction  from  persons  of  superior  age  and  intelligence  to 
themselves,  they  imbibe  only  such  nourishment  as  may  be 
afforded  in  this  noxious  literature,  the  intoxicating  poisons 
of  which  tempt  them  to  return  to  it  again  and  again — ns 
youths,  under  similar  circumstances,  aro  led  on  to  habits  of 
precocious  inebriety — until  all  natural  sentiment  is  stilled, 
true  and  simple  womanliness  of  character  lost,  and  a  diseased 
moral  feeling  engendered,  which  is  incurable  in  its  subject, 
and  perhaps  requiring  more  than  one  generation  to  pass  away  j 
before  its  effects  can  bo  finally  eradicated.  How  far  those 
disastrous  but  very  common  results  are  remediable,  is  a 
question  of  pressing  and  perilous  magnitude  to  those  whose 

fmsition  renders  them  more  immediately  responsible  for  the 
apses  of  the  poor  and  ignorant — to  all,  in  fact,  who  are 
placed  by  society  in  offices  and  circumstances  of  authority. 

"  Three  of  the  weekly  issues  of  the  press  in  Salisbury 
square  we  may  particularise,  being  those  of  largest  circula¬ 
tion,  and,  therefore,  most  mischievous  influence.  These  are 
called — Lloyd's  Penny  Sunday  Times  and  People's  Police 
Oazette,  Lloyd's  Entertaining  Jotirnal,  and  Lloyd's  Weekly 
Volume  of  Amiesing  and  Instructive  Literature.  The  first 
of  these,  as  the  title  indic:ites,  is  a  Sunday  newspaper,  of 
course  unstamped,  of  which  one  of  the  main  features  is  the 
police  reports.  Any  thing  that  should  be  brought  before  the

giving  a  decided  preference  in  his  illustrations  to  the  brutal 
and  the  humorous.  After  this  comes — in  the  latest  number 
lying  before  us  —  continuations  of  two  tales  of  "thrilling 
interest,’’  entitled  respectively,  "  The  Old  Sanctuary,”  and 
"  Almira’s  Curse ;  or  the  Black  Tower  of  Bransdorf which 
latter  is  described  as  by  the  author  of  "  The  Gipsy  Boy,”  I 
"  The  Robber’s  Foundling,”  &c.  ;  and  the  remaining  space 
is  filled  up  with  matter  of  an  unquestionably  cognate  charac¬ 
ter.  The  Entertaining  Journal  aspires  to  the  rank  of  a 
magazine,  and  is  arranged  to  bind  in  volumes — forming  an 
embalmed  pestilence.  The  recent  numbers  contain  a  dis¬ 
gusting  story,  called  ‘  The  Stolen  Interview ;  a  Tale  of 
Passion.’  The  hero  is  a  Dr  Boyd,  who,  to  amuse  himself, 
seduces  his  patient,  the  wife  of  his  friend  Mr  Gastone,  and 
elopes  with  her— an  adventure  to  which  the  lady  entertains 
no  formidable  objections.  Everything  occurs  in  the  most 
commonplace  manner  —  duty,  conscience,  go  for  nothing. 
Passion  is  the  unction  for  every  sin :  a  kindling  look  sutn- 
cient  to  overcome  every  nobler  feeling  of  the  woman’s  heart. 
When  Mrs  Gastone  was  a  little  sad, '  Dr  Boyd  seated  him¬ 
self  beside  the  lady,  and,  pressing  her  hand  in  his,  gave  her 
one  of  those  earnest  looks  which  kindled  the  fire  of  passion 
in  her  soul,  and  at  once  removed  every  regret  which  her 
departure  had  occasioned’ — and  so  forth.  It  is  utterly 
impossible  to  receive  such  guests  into  the  mind  without  con* 
lamination,  or  to  harbour  them  without  guilt.  The  Weekly 
Volume  of  Amusing  and  Instructive  Literature  is  of  the 
same  tone  and  calibre.  In  that,  too,  peculation,  seduction, 
and  adultery,  form  the  staple  of  the  materials  w'luch  are 
worked  up  into  amusement  and  instruction  for  the  masses. 
We  aro  sorry  to  have  to  say  that  the  great  majority  of  these 
scandalous  stories  are  written  bjr  females — and,  on  that 


stories  are  written  ny  lemaies — ana,  on 
account,  are  the  more  luscious  and  dangerous  to  the  young, 
because  the  filthiness  is  covered  with  a  sort  of  sentiment, 
and  the  production  warranted  by  a  woman’s  signature.” 

They  who  are  sincerely  interested  in  the  education 
of  the  people  should  look  to  this  evil.  Education, 
in  the  proper  sense  of  the  word,  should  do  more  than 
teach  reading — it  should  direct  reading,  form  the 
taste  as  well  as  give  the  faculty  ;  and  we  ought  to  ! 
have  instructional  missionaries  going  amongst  the 
humbler  classes  to  show  them  the  vice  of  gloating  on 
horrors  and  crimes,  and  to  deter  them  from  such 
corrupting  indulgences.  It  is  the  coarsest  dram¬ 
drinking  of  the  mind,  and  we  want  a  Father  Mathew 
to  check  the  frightful  progress  of  intemperance.

"  The  Recorder  said  that  under  such  circumstances  he  did 
not  consider  Mr  Ballantino  was  justified  in  making  the  ob¬ 
servations  ho  did  with  regard  to  Roadiiight  not  being  called 
as  a  witness,  when  ho  had  attended  pursuant  to  a  subpoena 
from  the  prisoner. 

*'  Mr  Ballantino  said,  ho  considered  it  right  that  Roadnight 
should  have  been  subpoenaed. 

“The  Recorder  said,  ho  did  not  complain  of  that,  but  he 
did  complain  that  he  had  loft  the  jury  to  infer  that  Road- 
night  had  been  brought  by  the  prosecutors,  but  that  they  did 
not  daro  to  call  him  as  a  witness.  The  circumstance  would 
certainly  have  the  effect  of  causing  him  to  be  more  careful  in 
future  in  summing  up,  and  not  placing  so  much  reliance  upon 
what  was  stated  in  court. 

"  .Mr  Ballantine  said,  that  they  could  not  c.all  Roadnight 
as  a  witness,  or  compel  him  to  criminate  himself. 

"  The  Recorder.— Then  why  did  they  subpomahiml  H* 
hwl  letl  the  jury  to  beliovo  that  tho  witness  dared  not  show 
himself  as  a  witness,  when  the  truth  was  that  tho  prisoner 
dared  not  call  him,  and  an  a<tvantaga  had  been  taken  of  thd 
jury,  and  the  Court  had  certainly  been  misled  by  tho  course 
that  had  been  taken.  Ho  ha«l  not  tho  least  idea  that  Road¬ 
night  had  been  subpoenaed  by  iho  prisoner. 

"  Mr  Ballantino  said  ho  could  not  bo  blamed  for  not  get¬ 
ting  out  a  fact  that  w’ould  be  prejudicial  to  his  client. 

"  The  Recorder  said  that  Mr  Ballantino  had  no  right  tU 
make  the  remarks  ho  did,  under  tho  circumstances,  and  the 
Court  had  most  certainly  been  deceived.  If  ho  had  been 
aware  that  Roadnight  had  boon  brought  to  the  court  by  the 
intervention  of  tho  prisoner,  he  should  certainly  have  called 
him  into  tho  witness-box,  and  have  asked  him  if  ho  chose  to 
give  evidence  in  tho  case. 

"  Mr  Ballantine  said  he  anticipated  that  this  course  would 
have  boon  pursued,  and  he  couhl  only  say  that  ho  considered 
he  had  done  no  more  than  his  duty,  and  shouhl  bo  prepared 
to  act  again  in  the  samo  manner  under  similar  circumstances. 

"  I'he  Recorder  said,  if  that  wim  the  case,  he  must  be  oa 
his  guard  in  future  against  the  statements  that  might  be  made 
by  learned  counsel,  upon  which  ho  had  hitherto  placed  tho 
utmost  reliance.” 

This  conclusion  should  not  be  enough  to  satisfy 
the  public.  It  is  not  enough  for  the  judge  to  dis¬ 
credit  henceforth  the  representations  of  Mr  Ballan¬ 
tine.  The  first  question  is,  whether  or  not  Mr 
Ballantine  has  exceeded  the  advocates’  license  ;  if  he 
has,  the  Bar  has  a  duty  to  perform  ;  if  he  has  not,  it 
is  for  the  public  to  consider  whether  a  license  should 
bo  permitted,  which  through  the  suppression  of  truth 
ana  tho  suggestion  of  falsehood  serves  to  defeat 
justice.

Wo  do  not  on  this  account  seek  to  excite  national  hatred 
against  Austria.  W e  wish  to  draw  a  distinction  between  the 
people  and  their  Government,  which  are  often  unjustly  con¬ 
founded.  The  Austrians,  as  a  people,  have  neither  interest 
nor  desire  to  injure  us,  and  we  hold  in  high  esteem  the  noble 
rectitude  and  solid  virtues  of  the  German  people.

Doctor  Anthon's  school  books  have  obtained  con¬ 
siderable  favour  in  this  country,  not  undeservedly. 
The  New  York  professor  of  Greek  is  not  a  profound 
man,  by  any  means  ;  nor  is  he  over-scrupulous  or 
nice  in  the  appropriation  of  other  people’s  labours ; 
but  he  is  a  diligent  and  patient  workman,  admi¬ 
rably  practised  in  teaching  and  not  deficient  in  a 
reasonable  scholarship ;  and  he  certainly  seems 
to  us,  in  such  editions  of  the  classics  as  we 
have  seen  prepared  by  him,  to  satisfy  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  a  large  school  better,  because  more 
popularly,  than  any  of  the  more  recent  editors. 
One  of  the  most  perfect  of  his  books  is  this  of  the 
Anabasis.  There  is  no  classic  placed  in  the  hands 
of  youth  to  which  a  copious  comment  is  more 
essential ;  and  every  available  source  of  illus¬ 
tration  has  been  laid  under  contribution  in  Doctor 
Anthon’s  notes.  We  may  mention  as  an  interesting 
feature  in  them,  that  they  contain  an  abstract  of 
the  recent  and  very  curious  investigations  of  Mr 
Francis  Ainsworth,  published  a  year  or  two  back 
with  the  title  of  Travds  in  the  Track  of  the  Ten 
Thousand.  Several  disputed  points  in  the  geography 
of  the  Anabasis  were  cleared  up  in  that  ingenious 
book  ;  and  its  remarks  and  researches,  printed  in 
connection  with  the  passages  to  which  they  refer, 
form  a  very  curious  and  instructive  comment  on 
Xenophon’s  immortal  narrative.

inelegant  form.  No  one  has  so  great  a  title  to  be 
made  accessible  to  all  classes  of  his  countrymen,  but 
especially  to  the  more  homely  and  home-loving 
among  them,  as  the  delightful  writer  of  the  Table 
Talk  and  Task.  He  is  the  poet  of  the  English 
fireside.  His  combination  of  just  and  manly 
thoughts,  with  playful  humour,  exquisite  social 
satire,  and  most  refined  domestic  painting,  is 
peculiar  to  himself,  and,  as  we  are  proud  to  thiu^, 
to  our  nation.  As  for  his  letters,  we  know  of  none 
to  equal  them  in  the  purity  and  unaifectedness  of  a 
genuine  English  style.  Walpole  is  an  inimitable 
letter-writer,  but  his  style  is  FrenchTEnglish.

There  is  a  mention  of  Mr  Bohn’s  Libraries  (to 
whieh  these  works  belong)  in  the  last  Quarterly 
Review f  in  which  the  excellent  selection  of  subjects, 
the  handsomeness  of  the  volumes,  and  the  wonder¬ 
fully  low  price,  are  duly  and  deservedly  comme¬ 
morated.  We  have  ourselves  noted  these  things 
with  astonishment  at  each  successive  publication. 
We  cannot,  in  truth,  conceive  how  such  works  can 
be  profitably  issued  at  such  a  price. 

Here  is  the  first  volume  of  a  new  and  excellent 
translation  of  Ranke's  great  work  ;  well  printed  ; 
in  which  all  the  Latin,  Italian,  and  German  autho¬ 
rities  are  carefully  rendered  into  English ;  illus¬ 
trated  by  a  good  engraving  of  Raffaelle's  Jidius  ; 
and  published  for  some  forty  pence  ! 

A  still  more  welcome  publication  to  us,  however, 
is  this  of  Malmedury's  Chranide^  though  a  few  more 
pence  are  charged  for  it.  It  forms  one  in  the 
series  of  an  Aidiquarian  Library^  which  already 
comprises  Bede's  Chronicle  and  iVlallett’s  Northern 
Antiquities  (admirably  edited,  and  in  which  new 
light  is  thrown  upon  the  great,  dark,  wonderful 
field  of  Northern  fiction),  and  to  which  other  as 
important  republications  are  promised.  A  simple 
reproduction  of  such  learned  labours,  from  their 
best  attainable  editions,  would  in  itself  be  no  small 
boon;  but  Mr  Bohn’s  series  are  edited  by  scholars, 
and  every  improvement  or  illustration  of  which 
they  seem  capable  is  sought  and  procured  to  be 
made  to  them. 

In  the  edition  of  Malmesbury  before  us.  Doctor 
Giles  has  collated  Sharpe’s  well-known  translation 
with  other  valuable  texts  and  manuscripts,  and  has 
added  all  such  charters  and  notes  as  tend  to  make 
more  complete  this  acknowledged  chief  of  our 
earliest  English  historians.  Malmesbury  has  hitherto 
been  a  sealed  book  to  all  but  the  wealthy.  Even 
Sharpe’s  translation  (an  expensive  quarto)  very 
rarely  appears  in  the  catalogues,  and  then  for  nearly 
as  many  guineas  as  Mr  Bohn  charges  shillings  for 
his  modest  volume.  Surely  such  cheap  literature, 
if  it  can  be  made  profitable,  deserves  every  ear¬ 
nest  encouragement. 
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There  has  been  little  to  remark  upon  in  the 
Theatrical  incidents  of  the  week.  But  Mr 
Macready's  Hamlet  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass 
without  a  word.  Of  all  his  performances  it  pre¬ 
sents  the  highest  evidence  of  finished  thought. 
With  *  years  that  bring  the  philosophic  mind,’ 
Hamlet's  youth  may  suiler  somewhat ;  but  every 
other  quality  of  that  surpassing  character  takes 
finer  and  deeper  tone.  In  truth  there  will  never 
be  a  young  Hamlet,  till  the  stage  is  able  to  boast 
a  completer  genius  than  it  has  yet  the  memory 
or  the  record  of.  Garrick’s  earlier  efibrts  in 
the  part,  as  elaborately  described  by  several  of 
his  most  eulogistic  correspondents,  do  not  exalt 
our  opinion  of  his  intellect ;  and  his  later  un« 
happy  alteration  of  the  noble  play  shows  how 
little  its  beautiful  and  mournful  meanings  had 
impressed  him  in  even  the  decline  of  his  life. 

The  original  text  of  the  Taming  of  a  Shrew  has 
been  reproduced  at  the  Haymarket,  precisely  as 
it  was  revived  three  years  ago,  but  with  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  Mr  Lambert  for  Mr  Strickland  in 
Christophero,  and  of  Mr  Keeley  for  Mr  Buckstonc 
in  Grurnio.  Mrs  Nisbet  is  still  the  clever  and 
spirited  Katherine,  and  Mr  Webster  an  amusing 
Petruchio.  But  the  interest  of  the  revival  turns  on 
its  exact  imitation  of  the  ancient  English  method 
of  representing  ulays,  without  scenery.  After  Sly 
is  moved  from  the  inn  to  the  Lord's  house,  there 
is  no  further  change.  Hanging  curtains  are  the 
sole  scene,  and  placards  indicate  the  different  loca¬ 
lities.  The  audience  relish  the  oddity  of  this ;  and, 
if  the  play  were  generally  better  cast  and  acted,  it 
would  be  really  an  enjoyable  exhibition.  The  no¬ 
scene  becomes  a  scenic  effect. 

In  the  intervals  of  her  tragic  performances  Miss 
Cushman  has  acted  Meg  Merrilies  with  picturesque 
power,  and  Miss  Emmeline  Montague  has  given 
pleasing  and  lady-like  effect  to  one  or  two  parts 
in  comedy.

FBANCB. 

Mokb  Razzias  iirAL<}ERiA.->The  *  Moniteur  Alg4rien’ 
of  the  20th  inst.  states,  that  two  razzias  took  place  on 
the  18th  and  14th  on  the  territory  of  the  Ahmyanes 
Gharabas,  to  the  south  of  Sebdon,  who  abandoned  15,000 
sheep,  240  camels,  a  number  of  horses,  and  a  considerable 
booty,  to  the  bauds  of  the  French  and  their  natire 
auxiliaries.  The  utmost  tranquillity  continued  to  pre- 
rail  in  the  provinces  of  Algiers  and  Oran,  and  hostilities 
had  ceased  in  the  neighl^urhood  of  Gigelly  since  the 
attack  of  the  3rd. 

Thi  New  Loan. — The  Council  of  the  Bank  of  France 
has  determined  on  subscribing  25,000,000f.  towards  the 
approaching  loan. 

Tna  Forts  round  Paris. — New  reform  banquets  are 
announced  in  the  papers,  but  the  government  is  pre¬ 
paring  for  any  more  dangerous  demonstration  of  public 
opinion.  The  two  new  forts  of  Canonville,  commanding 
the  Talley  of  the  Marne,  to  the  right  and  left  of  St 
Haur  (close  to  Paris),  are  nearly  completed.  Moreover, 
the  fort  of  Oennevilliers,  whose  fire  will  cross  those  of 
Mont  Valerien  and  La  Briche,  will  be  constructed  in 
1848,  and  cost  about  5,000,OOOL  When  these  shall  be 
completed  the  government  may  be  said  to  have  the  power 
of  hermetically  sealing  up  its  good  city  of  Paris. 

SPAIN. 

Prooebdinob  of  the  Queen  Mother. — Christina  has 
not  lost  time  in  indemnifying  herself  completely  for 
whatever  disbursements  she  may  have  made  on  the  late 
occasion.  She  has  been  allowed  to  exchange  her  annual 
pension  of  three  millions  of  reals  for  a  capital  of  180 
millions  of  Three  per  Cent.  Stock ;  in  other  words,  to 
exchange  a  life  annuity  of  three  millions  for  a  permanent 
annuity  of  5,400,000  reals,  so  that  she  is  a  gainer  of 
3,400,000  reals  per  annum,  besides  the  difference  between 
a  life  and  a  permanent  annuity.  Senor  Jose  de  la  Bena 
y  Aguayo,  the  Intendant  of  the  Royal  Household,  has 
written  a  letter  to  the  ‘Espanol,*  stating  that  only  fifty 
millions  of  Three  per  Cent.  Stock  have  entered  the  coffers  j 
of  the  royal  household  ;  that  the  government  still  owes 
the  remainder ;  and  that  these  fifty  millions  are  now 
lying  untouched  in  the  said  coffers.  Christina  is  by  de- 1 
grees  regaining  her  former  influence  in  the  palace.  She 
has  prevailed  on  her  daughter  to  dismiss  General  Domin¬ 
guez,  uncle  to  General  Serrano,  from  the  post  of  second  in 
command  of  the  Halberdier8,and  to  appoint  her  favourite. 
Count  of  PunoD  Rostro,  in  bis 'place.  The  Duke  of  Bay- 
len,  now  in  his  ninetieth  year,  had  been  named  Captain- 
General  of  that  corps.  General  Serrano  had  arrived  at 
Aijonilla.  his  native  town,  near  Andujar.  The  infante 
Don  Francisco  de  Paula  had  been  authorised  to  return 
to  Madrid. 

PORTUGAL. 

Rbsult  ot  thb  Municipal  Elections.  —  Accounts 
have  been  received  from  Lisbon  to  the  22nd  inst.  The 
municipal  elections  took  place  on  the  15th.  But  on  the 
previous  day  the  Progressista  Blectorial  Commission  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Minister  of  the  Kingdom  a  final  protest 
against  the  illegalities  committed  to  secure  the  formation 
of  the  existing  list  of  voters.  They  then  went  to  the 
electoral  um  as  a  mere  duty,  but  without  any  hope  of 
victory.  The  Cartistas  of  Costa  Cabral’s  party  carried 
the  elections  by  an  immense  minority,  not  only  in  Lisbon, 
but  throughout  the  country.  They  boasted  that  it  was 
not  only  a  triumph  over  the  Septembrists,  but  a  severe 
lesson  to  the  government ;  for  the  government  had 
offered  a  faint  show  of  resistance  to  Costa  Cabral.  The 
Septembrists  were  apparently  not  disheartened,  but 
greatly  exasperated  at  the  result  The  *Revolu<;ao’ 
still  urges  the  people  to  prepare  for  the  approaching 
•lection  of  deputies.  It  considers  that  it  is  the  duty  and 
interest  of  their  party  to  show  that  redress  for  them  is 
impossible  by  legal  means  ;  and  it  openly  declares  that 
another  defeat  at  the  um  will  be  followed  by  an  appeal 
to  arms. 

Financial  Affairs. — The  government  is  so  crippled 
for  want  of  means  that  it  contracted  a  loan,  to  be  re-paid 
through  the  Custom-house  in  a  month,  at  an  interest  of 
16  per  cent,  for  the  month.  The  interest,  amounting  to 
3,081  contos  a  year  (720.000^.)  on  the  internal  debt,  has 
not  been  paid  since  the  counter-revolution  of  last  October. 
The  funds  destined  for  its  payment  never  reached  the 
hands  of  the  Junta  do  Credito  Publico  ;  they  were  taken 
up  directly  by  the  government,  and  applied  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  repressing  the  insurrection. 

ITALY. 

Austrian  Outrage  at  Ferrara. — Accounts  from  Fer¬ 
rara  bring  news  of  a  serious  nature.  On  the  14th  of 
October  some  disturbances  took  place  there.  A  young 
man  having  passed  before  a  sentry  with  a  cigar  in  his 
mouth,  the  Austrian  gave  him  a  blow  with  his  bayonet. 
A  priest  interfering,  to  take  the  part  of  the  young  man, 
was  also  ill-treated.  The  people  having  then  collected 
round  the  guardhouse,  the  soldiers  fired  on  them.  One 
person  was  severely  wounded  by  the  Austrians,  and  then 
detained  prisoner.  Some  of  the  crowd  recommended  to 
sound  the  tocsin,  and  call  upon  the  people  to  attack  eti 
manse  the  troops,  but  Cardinal  Ciacchi  exerted  himself 
to  calm  the  people,  by  getting  the  person  who  was  taken 
prisoner  restored  to  the  pontifical  authority.  It  is  said 
that  the  Austrians  have  got  a  counter  order  as  to  the 
evacuation  of  the  town.  Austrian  patrols,  on  horseback 
and  on  foot,  went  through  th«  town  on  the  15th. 

The  Annexation  or  Lucca. — The  Grand  Duke  and 
Grand  Duchess  of  Tuscany,  accompanied  by  the  Here¬ 
ditary  Prince,  made  their  solemn  entry  into  Lucca  on 
the  14th  instant.  The  Grand  Duke  caused  12,000f.  to 
be  distributed  amongst  the  )K>or,  and  all  the  articles 
pawned  at  the  Monte  Pio  for  less  than  4f.  to  be  restored 
free  to  their  owners. 

Institution  of  a  Council  of  State  in  Rome. — On  the 
6th  inst.  the  Pope  by  a  mo/M  propria  instituted  a  Council 
of  State — a  measure  not  inferior  in  importance  to  the 
municipality  which  ho  had  created  only  a  fortnight  before^' 
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This  body  is  to  consist  of  a  cardinal-president,  a  prelate 
vice-president,  and  twenty -four  councillors  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  provinces,  with  fixed  salaries.  Each 
province  will  name  a  councillor,  Bologna  two,  Rome  four. 
The  council  will  consist  of  four  sections.  1.  The  legis¬ 
lative.  II.  The  financial.  HI.  The  administrative. 
IV.  The  army,  prisons,  &c.  The  subjects  which  will 
come  under  the  consideration  of  the  council  are  enume¬ 
rated  as  follows  : — 1.  The  government,  in  all  that  relates 
to  the  general  interests  of  the  state  or  the  special  interests 
of  the  provinces.  2.  The  preparation,  reform,  and  modi¬ 
fication  of  the  laws  and  all  administrative  regulations. 
3.  The  contraction  and  liquidation  of  the  public  debt, 
the  imposition  and  abolition  of  taxes,  and  the  control  of 
public  property.  4.  The  granting  and  dissolving  of 
j  public  contracts.  5.  The  regulation  of  the  customs  and 
'  treaties  of  commerce.  6.  The  regulation  of  the  budget, 
and  the  verification  and  control  of  the  public  expendi¬ 
ture.  7.  The  revision  and  reformation  of  the  municipal 
and  provincial  councils. 

Lord  Minto’s  Mission. — A  letter  from  Florence  of  the 
18th,  in  a  Marseilles  journal,  states,  as  a  positive  fact, 
that  Lord  Minto  is  charged  to  deliver  to  the  King  of 
Naples  the  ultimatum  of  England  against  any  inter¬ 
vention  in  the  afifairs  of  Italy  by  Austria,  even  if  de¬ 
manded  by  the  Neapolitan  government. 

SWITZERLAND. 

Outrage  on  Mr  Peel. — An  unpleasant  adventure  has 
befallen  the  English  charge  d’affaires  at  Berne,  which  is 
thus  described  in  the  French  papers.  The  *  Presse’ 
says: — “On  the  night  of  the  20th  to  the  2l8t,  Mr  Peel, 
the  English  charge  d’affaires,  had  passed  the  evening  at 
the  house  of  Count  Reinhart,  the  first  secretary  of  the 
French  embassy,  who  lives  outside  the  town.  He  was 
retuniing  quietly  to  Berne,  with  a  cigar  in  his  mouth 
and  his  two  hands  in  the  pockets  of  his  paletot,  when, 
having  arrived  at  the  gate  of  the  town,  he  was  rudely 
questioned  by  the  sentry,  who  demanded,  in  German, 
who  and  what  he  was.  Mr  Peel  immediately  stated  who 
he  was,  but  as  the  answer  was  given  in  French,  the 
soldier  afiTected  not  to  understand  him,  and  insolently 
renewed  the  questions  in  German.  Mr  Feel  having  again 
stated  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  answer  in  a 
language  with  which  he  was  unacquainted,  the  sentinel 
called  the  guard,  and  aided  by  his  companions  fell  upon 
the  English  charg4  d’affaires,  who  an  instant  afterwards 
was  pushed  with  violence  into  the  place  intended  for  the 
detention  of  malefactors  and  vagabonds  arrested  during 
the  night.  It  was  only  after  having  remained  nearly  two 
hours  in  that  place,  and  after  having  been  subjected 
during  a  portion  of  that  time  to  the  coarse  insults  of  the 
soldiers,  who,  by-the-bye,  understood  French  perfectly 
well,  that  Mr  Peel  was  set  at  liberty,  in  consequence  of 
the  intervention  of  an  agent  of  police.  It  would  appear 
that,  in  answer  to  the  just  complaints  of  Mr  Peel,  the 
agent  replied  that  when  there  was  so  much  agitation  in 
Switzerland  no  one  could  wonder  at  what  had  happened.” 
The  ‘D^bats’  says  : — “  Mr  Peel  laid  a  complaint  before 
the  governor  of  Berne,  but  it  was,  it  is  said,  treated 
very  lightly  by  M.  Oschenbein,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  representative  of  England  intends  to  demand  a  more 
suitable  satisfaction.”  •  A  letter  from  Berne  of  the  23rd 
instant,  announces  that  the  difference  which  had  arisen 
between  the  English  charge  d’aflaires  and  the  Swiss  au¬ 
thorities  had  resulted  in  a  satisfactory  arrangement. 

Military  Preparations. — The  latest  advices  from 
Berne  continue  to  report  the  assembling  and  mardiing  of 
troops  throughout  the  seven  Catholic  cantons.  On  the 
night  of  the  17th,  Lucerne  ordered  its  troops  underarms. 
The  militia  of  that  canton,  of  Schwytz,  and  Zug,  were 
summoned  for  the  19th,  at  noon.  The  troops  of  the 
Valais  had  marched  to  reinforce  those  of  Uri ;  an  expe¬ 
dition  from  Obwald  occupied  the  Brunig,  and  prepara¬ 
tions  were  made  to  invade  the  Freiamt,  a  Catholic 
district  of  the  canton  of  Argau,  in  the  expectation  that 
the  population  would  rise  and  join  the  league.  In  the 
face  of  these  movements  the  canton  of  Zurich  demanded 
that  the  federal  government  should  concert  measures  of 
defence  and  not  leave  the  cantons  to  isolated  and  inde¬ 
pendent  action.  Reports  of  military  preparations  in  the 
cantons  of  St  Gall,  Argau,  Unterwald,Tessino,  and  Vaud, 
are  given  in  detail  in  the  journals.  Accounts  have  been 
received  from  Berne  to  the  23rd.  In  consequence  of 
reports  from  Lucerne,  additional  troops  have  been  called 
out,  and  one  party  of  them  has  marched  in  the  direction 
of  Lucerne,  and  the  other  in  that  of  Friburg. 

NEW  ZEALAND. 

Hostilities  with  the  Natives. — Advices  from  New 
Zealand  up  to  the  18th  of  June  give  an  account  of  a 
smart  engagement  between  her  Majesty’s  troops  and  the 
tribe  of  the  Maories,  provoked  by  the  attack  of  the  latter 
upon  W anganui  in  which  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
Governor  or  his  men  have  gained  any  advantage.  The 
attack  of  the  Maories  upon  Wanganui  was  made  about 
the  latter  end  of  May,  and  they  fired  incessantly  upon 
the  men  in  the  stockades,  and  plundered  the  houses 
which  were  outside.  Lieut.  Holmes,  of  her  Majesty’s 
ship  Calliope,  and  the  crew  of  a  gun-boat,  returned  the 
fire  with  great  vigour  and  bravery,  being  exposed  for 
many  hours,  but  their  gun  was  finally  disabled.  No 
lives  were  lost  on  our  side,  but  several  of  the  enemy  were 
killed,  including  two  chiefs,  Maketu  and  Tutua,  who 
were  killed  simultaneously,  while  quarrelling  about  the 
plunder  of  Mr  Cburton’s  house.  Governor  Grey,  hearing 
of  the  attack,  proceeded  to  Wanganui  with  100  men  of 
the  65th,  and  80  sailors  ;  but  not  thinking  it  prudent  to 
attack  the  natives  with  that  force,  returned  to  Wellington, 
and  set  out  again,  accompanied  by  Te  Whero  W’hero  and 
Toraate  Waka,  two  friendly  chiefs,  and  a  force  of  soldiers, 
sailors,  marines,  police,  w»d  volunteers,  amounting  to 
700  men,  commanded  by  Lieut.-Colonel  M'Cleverty  and 
Captains  Stanley  and  Hoseason.  It  was  found  impossible, 
however  to  come  to  close  quiirters  with  the  natives.  The 
.Maories  fired  from  brush-wood  and  hillocks,  lying  down 
upon  their  backs  to  load  and  falling  fiat  upon  their  faces 
the  moment  they  saw  a  flash  fium  the  boats.  With  the 


exception  of  the  deftniction  of  a  few  warrae  by  th«' 
sailors,  nothing  material  was  accomplished,  while  the 
enemy’s  loss  had  been  ascertained  not  to  exceed  forty 
men.  Rauperaha  had  been  released  from  his  imprison- 
mont  on  board  the  Calliope,  and  allowed  to  go  free,  on 
the  undertaking  of  Tomate  Waka,  and  Te  Whero  Whero. 
There  is  no  other  news  of  importance. 

SOUTH  AMERICA. 

The  River  Plate _ We  have  advices  to  the  20th  of 

August.  The  late  ministry  have  resigned,  finding  that 
they  could  not  arrange  matters.  Don  Manuel  Herrera 
Obes  is  appointed  to  fill  the  department  of  Finance, 
Government,  and  Foreign  Affairs.  The  W  ar  Department 
is  still  vacant,  but  will  be  filled,  it  is  said,  by  iSeuor 
Battler,  of  no  great  note.  The  French  are  again  block¬ 
ading  the  Buceo,  and  it  is  said  orders  have  been  sent 
to  Buenos  Ayres  to  enforce  it  there  more  strictly  than 
of  late. 

UNITED  STATES  AND  MEXICO. 

Renewal  of  Hostilities  and  Capture  of  Mexico _ 

The  Mexican  Commissioners  having,  on  the  7th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  declared  that  the  propositions  for  peace  made  by 
Mr  Trist  were  inadmissible,  General  Santa  Anna  convoked 
a  council  of  generals,  who  decided  that  notice  should  be 
given  to  General  Scott  that  the  armistice  was  at  an  end, 
and  appointed  the  9th  for  the  recommencement  of  hos¬ 
tilities.  General  Scott  did  not  wait  for  the  time  fixed 
upon  by  Santa  Anna,  but  on  the  8th  attacked  the  Moliuo 
del  Rey,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Chapoltepec,  and 
the  Mexican  army  was  repulsed,  alter  a  short  conflict,  in 
which  it  lost  about  400  men  killed,  and  from  600  to  700 
in  wounded,  and  fell  back  upon  Tacubaya.  A  Mexican 
letter  gives  the  following  account  of  the  subsequent  pro¬ 
ceedings  : — “On  the  morning  of  the  14th,  before  day¬ 
light,  General  Scott,  with  a  part  of  his  force,  commenc^ 
his  march  upon  the  city.  The  Mexicans,  posted  behind 
the  arches  of  the  aqueducts  and  several  breast  works 
which  had  been  hastily  thrown  up,  annoyed  his  troops  so 
severely,  together  with  the  trenches  which  he  had  to 
bridge  over,  that  he  did  not  arrive  at  the  gates  till  late 
in  the  afternoon.  Here  he  halted,  and  attempted  tO! 
bombard  the  city,  which  he  did  for  the  rest  of  the  day 
and  the  day  following,  doing  immense  damage.  In  some 
cases  whole  blocks  were  destroyed,  and  a  great  number  of 
men,  women,  and  children  killed  and  wounded.  But  the 
inhabitants  made  a  brave  resistance,  and  the  American 
general  then  changed  his  plan  and  detennined  to  enter 
the  city,  where  the  streets  were  barricaded  with  sand¬ 
bags,  and  on  the  house-tops  and  at  the  windows  were 
placed  all  who  could  bear  arms  or  missiles,  stones,  bricks, 
Ac.,  to  throw  on  the  heads  of  the  assailants.  Before 
General  Scott  had  lairly  passed  the  gates  he  found  the 
diffiiculty  of  his  position.  He  then  took  possession  of 
the  convent  of  ^n  Isidor,  which  extends  back  to  the' 
centre  of  a  block,  aiid  at  once  set  his  sappers  and  miners 
to  cutting  a  way  directly  through  the  blocks  of  buildings. 
In  some  instances  whole  houses  were  blown  up  to  facili¬ 
tate  his  progress ;  but  after  several  hours  be  again 
emerged  into  the  street,  and  finally  regained  the  Plaza 
with  great  loss.  On  entering  the  Plaza  a  heavy  fire  was 
oiiened  on  him  iVom  the  palace  and  cathedral,  which  werq 
filled  and  covered  with  our  patriotic  troops.  Finding 
himself  thus  assaulted,  the  enemy  drew  out  his  forces  in 
the  Plaza  and  opened  a  cannonade  on  the  palace  and 
cathedral,  firing  over  100  shots,  which  did  immense 
damage  to  the  buildings  and  caused  a  severe  loss  of 
killed  and  wounded.  Seeing  further  resistance  useless, 
the  Mexican  soldiers  ceased  firing,  and  on  the  15th  of 
September  the  enemy  was  in  possession  of  the  Mexican 
capital.”  The  accounts  which  have  been  received  of  the 
events  of  these  actions  are  various  and  contradictory. 
According  to  one  statement,  in  consequence  of  the  ex¬ 
plosion  of  some  ammunition  waggons,  General  Worth 
and  300  men  were  blown  up  in  the  attack  upon  Chapol- 
tepee.  The  only  authentic  report  of  the  capture  of 
Mexico  is  contained  in  the  following  letter,  addressed  to 
Mr  Dimond,  at  Vera  Cruz :  —  “  Orizaba,  Sept.  19.  I  have 
the  honour  to  inform  you  that  an  express  arrived  here 
this  evening  from  Mexico,  which  brings  intelligence  that 
General  Scott  was  in  the  city  of  Mexico.  That  on  the 
14th  the  American  troops  took  Chapoltepec  and  the 
citadel,  and  went  into  the  city  that  night.  General 
Bravo  was  killed,  and  General  Santa  Anna  was  wounded 
in  the  arm,  and  has  retired  with  the  remainder  of  his 
troops,  which  have  suffered  much,  to  Guadaloupe.  ” 
Later  intelligence  from  New  York,  to  the  10th  instant, 
states  that  at  a  cabinet  meeting  held  at  Washington  on 
the  5th  instant,  it  was  determined  to  recall  Mr  Trist  by 
a  special  messenger,  and  also  to  call  out  enough  addi¬ 
tional  volunteers  to  swell  the  full  number  to  the  50,000 
authorised  by  law.  Since  the  receipt  of  the  previous  in¬ 
telligence  accounts  have  been  received  from  New  York  to 
the  15th  inst.  Public  attention  was  being  painfully  at¬ 
tracted  to  the  seat  of  war,  from  whence  reports  of  the 
most  unfavourable  kind  had  reached  the  capital.  It  is 
true  that  they  are  derived  from  Mexican  sources,  as  the 
American  government  have  not  received  any  official  in¬ 
telligence  Iroiu  General  Scott  for  more  than  two  months, 
and  from  General  Taylor  for  hardly  a  less  period.  The 
rumours  referred  to  are,  that  the  populace  of  Mexico  had 
risen  upon  the  American  troops,  and  forced  them  to  eva¬ 
cuate  the  city ;  also  that  Puebla  had  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  Mexican  General  Rea ;  and  that,  in  conse¬ 
quence,  it  was  bombarded  from  the  neighbouring  heights 
by  the  Americau  garrison,  who  had  retired  thither  with 
their  artillery,  ^rge  reinforcements  are  on  the  way  to 
Vera  Cruz,  and  others  from  Vera  Cruz  towards  the  capital, 
and  in  the  course  of  this  month  General  Scott  will  have 
an  army,  well  found  and  well  appointed,  of  20,000  men, 
always  on  the  assumption  that  he  has  been  able  to  main¬ 
tain  himself  while  in  the  city  of  Mexico.  Tranquillity  had 
not  been  restored  at  the  last  accounts.  The  loss  in  property 
by  the  sacking  of  the  city  is  reported  at  three  millions  of 
dollars.  Very  strong  resistance  has  also  been  made  by 
the  guerillas  on  the  road  from  Vera  Cruz  to  Jalapa.  Several 
detachments  of  American  troops  have  been  seriously  harassed

SUSPENSION  or  THE  EANK  RESTRIOTION  ACT. 

A  deputation  of  bankers,  consisting  of  Mr  Masterman, 
Mr  Abel  Smith,  Mr  Glyn,  Mr  Sevan,  Mr  Barnett,  and 
others,  waited  on  Lord  John  Russell  last  Saturday,  to 
represent  the  existing  state  of  things  to  the  (Jovemment, 
and  to  induce  them  to  grant  “  relief”  by  a  suspension  of 
the  Bank  Charter  Act.  The  Premier  consent^  to  lay 
their  representations  before  the  Cabinet  Council  then 
about  to  meet,  and  stated  that  he  would  give  his  replv 
to  the  deputation  on  Monday.  The  result  was  the  fol¬ 
lowing  correspondence,  which  consists  of  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  Governor  and  Deputy-Governor  of  the  Bank  of 
England,  by  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  and  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  together  with  the  resolution 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Bunk  resulting  from  that  letter : — 
Downing  street,  October  25,  1847. 

Gentlemen,— Her  Majesty’s  government  have  seen  with 
the  deepest  regret  the  pressure  which  has  existed  for 
some  weeks  upon  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country, 
and  that  this  pressure  has  been  aggravated  by  a  want  of 
that  confidence  which  is  necessary  for  carrying  on  the 
ordinary  dealings  of  trade.  They  have  been  in  hopes 
that  the  check  given  to  transactions  of  a  speculative  cha¬ 
racter,  the  transfer  of  capital  from  other  countries,  the 
influx  of  bullion,  and  the  feeling  which  a  knowledge  of 
these  circumstances  might  have  been  expected  to  pro¬ 
duce,  would  have  removed  the  prevailing  distrust.  They 
were  encouraged  in  this  expectation  by  the  speedy  cessa¬ 
tion  of  a  similar  state  of  feeling  in  the  month  of  April 
last.  These  hopes  have,  however,  been  disappointed,  and 
her  Mi^esty's  (government  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  time  has  arrived  when  they  ought  to  attempt, 
by  some  extraordinary  and  teroi>orary  measure,  to  restore 
confidence  to  the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  commu¬ 
nity.  For  this  purpose  they  recommend  to  the  Directors 
of  the  Bank  of  England,  in  the  present  emergency,  to 
enlarge  the  amount  of  their  discounts  and  advances, 
upon  approved  security  ;  but  that  in  order  to  retain  this 
opemtion  within  reasonable  limits,  a  high  rate  of  interest 
should  be  charged.  In  present  circumstances  they  would 
suggest  that  the  rate  of  interest  should  not  be  less  than 
ei^t  per  cent.  If  this  course  should  lead  to  any  in¬ 
fringement  of  the  existing  law,  her  Majesty’s  Government 
will  be  prepared  to  propose  to  Parliament  on  its  meeting 
a  bill  of  indemnity.

slave,  and  civilise  the  savage,”  is  no  nobler  work  than  to 
succour  the  sick,  toil  for  the  suffering,  and  enlighten  the 
ignorant ; — that  the  humanity  which  penetrates  the 
jungle  is  twin-brother  to  that  which  walks  the  hospital.

Instead  of  a  cordon 
of  troops,  as  in  1831,  very  rigorous  quarantines  will  be 
established ;  and  in  order  that  the  aurvnUance  may  be 
exercised  with  greater  security,  the  passage  of  the  frontier 
will  only  be  allowed  at  certain  points.  Moreover,  all 
the  observations  it  made  during  the  visitation  of  the 
disease  in  1831  are  to  be  communicated  to  the  local  au¬ 
thorities,  to  guide  them  in  taking  precautionary  measures. 
The  *  Commerce,’  Paris  journal,  says : — Wo  received,  at 
the  moment  of  going  to  press,  the  following  details  from 
Wa^w,  dated  October  17  : — ‘  The  greatest  app'i'ehension 
is  felt  hero  at  the  approach  of  the  cholera  It  has  carried 
off  threo-fourths  of  the  population  of  Karkow,  whence  it

Thb  Potato  Diseasiin  America.— The  accounts  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  represent  the 
general  prevalence  of  the  potato  rot.  At  least  one-half 
the  crop  has  been  destroyed,  and  many  of  the  potatoes 
coming  to  market,  although  apparently  sound  and 
healthy,  become  rotten  end  worthless  in  three  or  four 
daya  The  grain  crops  in  Canada  are  less  than  an 
average.  On  the  other  hand,  the  crop  of  com  in  the 
United  States  is  represented  as  super  abundant ;  there 
is,  therefore,  in  the  country,  to  lie  over  most  of  it  till 
next  spring,  an  immense  surplus  of  wheat  and  com.

The  Attempted  Mordbr  and  Huicide  in  the  City. — 
John  Ovenaton,  54,  upholsterer,  was  indicted  for  feloniously 
shooting  at  Qeorge  Crawley,  with  intent  to  murder  him.— 
Mr  Crawley  deposed-  that  lie  was  a  wine  merchant,  carrying 
on  business  in  Mark  lane.  He  first  became  acquainted  with 
the  prisoner  in  November  last,  and  know  that  he  was 
appointed  joint  assignee  with  Mr  Cremer  in  the  affairs  of  a 
bankrupt  named  Bond.  Witness  supplied  goods  to  the 
bankrupt  on  their  authority,  and  in  January,  1847,  a  sum  of 
1501.  was  due  to  him.  It  was  understood  that  he  was  to  be 

Iiaid  at  the  end  of  two  months,  and  not  getting  his  money 
•rought  an  action  against  the  prisoner,  and  in  the  result  an 
execution  was  put  into  the  prisoner's  house,  and  his  goods 
were  sold  on  Saturday,  the  14th  August,  under  a  judge’s 
order.  Un  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  witness  received 
a  message  which  iuduce<i  him  to  go  to  his  counting-house, 
where  ho  saw  tlio  prisoner.  Ho  asked  him  if  he  wished  to 
see  him,  aud  prisoner  nodded  his  head,  and  witneis  asked 
him  to  step  into  au  adjoining  room.  The  prisoner  then 
turned  round  to  him,  and  said,  “  What  does  this  moan  1  ” 
and,  before  he  could  reply,  the  prisoner  shot  him  with  a 
pistol.  Ho  felt  that  he  was  wounded,  and  rushed  out  of 
the  room,  and  was  immediately  taken  to  the  hospital.  He 
observed  nothing  particular  about  the  prisoner  on  this  occasion. 
— J.  Yates,  cleric  to  tlio  prosecutor,  deposed  that,  on  the 
nfternoon  in  question,  the  prisoner  caniu  to  the  counting- 
house.  .The  prisoner  was  asked  to  tako  a  chair  while  Mr 
Crawley  was  sent  for,  and,  on  witness  leaving  the  room,  be 
observed  the  prisoner  was  about  to  follow  him,  and  he  asked 
him  to  go  back  and  wait.  Witness  fetched  Mr  Crawley, 
and  he  and  the  prisoner  went  into  a  private  room  together, 
and  in  about  half  a  minute  he  heard  the  report  of  a  pistol 
and  a  cry  of  murder  from  Mr  Crawley.  Witness  ran  ioopuii 
the  door,  but,  before  be  could  do  so,  Mr  Crawley  staggered 
out  of  the  room  with  his  face  blackened,  and  ran  into  the 
atreot.  Witness  followed  him,  having  previously  locked  the 
door,  tod  he  immediately  heard  the  report  of  a  socoud  pistol. 
He  ^torwards  went  back  to  the  room  where  the  prisoner 
was,  and  found  him  wounded,  and  he  said,  **  It  was  all  Mr 
Crawley’s  fault ;  he  had  brought  it  upon  himself.”  He  saw 
nothing  particular  about  the  prisoner,  but  he  always  con- 
aidored  him  a  very  thoughtful  man,  and  that  his  mind  was 
very  intent  upon  his  business.

Hodgson  suted  that  the  father  of  the  murdered  children 
was  the  brother  of  bis  wife :  that  a  short  time  since,  in 
consequence  of  a  dispute  being  likely  to  arise  about  some 
property,  subsequently  to  the  death  of  Wilkes,  he  called

— Mr  Miller  replied  that  he 
wished  it  to  be  understood  that  he  had  called  at  the  hospital 
in  consequence  of  a  message  he  received  to  the  effect  that 
the  woman  wished  to  see  a  clergyman  and  make  a  confes¬ 
sion.  He  accordingly  attended,  but  he  could  not  say  that 
she  was  apprehensive  of  immediate  death.  The  Coroner 
having  repeated  his  determination  not  to  hear  the  state¬ 
ment  the  rev.  gentleman  had  received,  briefly  summed  up 
the  evidence,  and  at  eleven  o’clock  at  night  the  jury  re¬ 
turned  a  verdict  of*'  Wilful  Murder  "  against  Ann  Wilkes, 
who  was  accordingly  committed  for  trial  at  the  next  Warwick 
assises.  Accounts  were  received  from  Birmingham  yesterday 
stating  that  Ann  Wilkes  expired  on  Thursday  morning  at 
the  Queen’s  Hospital.  She  was  quite  conscious  of  the 
dreadf^ul  situation  in  which  she  had  placed  herself  and 
made  full  confession  of  her  guilt  and  the  mode  in  which  she 
perpetrated  the  murder.
